Annual School Report. 


The enumeration of the Truant Officer in April gives the number 
of children in town between the ages of five and fifteen, as 58: 
Boys, 29; girls, 29. The whole number registered is 59: Boys, 
35; girls, 24; of whom six are less than six and one is more than 
sixteen years of age. We know of no person in the district be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and twenty-one, who cannot read and 
write. 

Miss Chase and Miss Carter have been with us, as teachers, 
several terms before the past year, and it is unnecessary to say that 
they have been faithful to-their duties, and we think we can do no 
better than to retain them another year, if possible. 

Miss Lawrence, who taught the spring term at the North, did 
remarkably well with her small school, but she labored under the 
difficulty of not having enough to do to occupy her time. We 
think she is capable of accomplishing much more in a larger school 
and will become a successful teacher. ‘There being only three 
scholars remaining at the close of the school, we thought it better 
to unite that with the Corner, the fall and winter terms. 

Miss Coombs and Miss Bowker, teachers at the Falls, gave good 
satisfaction. ‘Their pupils were quiet and orderly and good prog- 
ress was made under their instruction. - 

Ten years ago there were one hundred children in town between 
the ages of five and fifteen, now there are less than fifty. It is 
more difficult for the teachers to create as much interest in small 
schools, and the scholars are not apt to be as diligent and anxious 
to advance as they are with larger classes and more to compete 
with.
